COLLEGE PRESS CENSORED 


Lampoon published despite administrative protests

A special holiday “Lampoon 
Issue’ of el DON, which was 
scheduled to be published Dec. 
21, was censored prior to 
publication as a result of action 
taken by Humanities Dean Jim 
Harris. His reason for stopping 
production on the first known 
lampoon publication attempt in 


el DON’s history was that he felt 
two of the stories were, ‘’...in 
Poor taste.” 

This action led to a clash 
between the el DON editorial 
staff and SAC administration. 
The disagreement boiled down 
to administration saying that as 
“‘publisher’”’ of the newspaper it 

thas the right to prior censorship 
and. the students insisting that 
this is not only incorrect; but in 
fact, against the law. 


In an effort to work out these 
differences, el DON Editor 
George Manross and Terry Bales, 
advisor (who had = approved 
publishing the lampoon issue 
and was overriden by Dean 


_Harris) met with SAC President 


John E. Johnson and Harris -- 
while 16 el DOWN staffers sat 
outside the President’s office 
awaiting the outcome of the 
conference.

“What | did, | would not 
consider ‘censorship’,’’ stated 
Jim Harris, regarding his action 
to cancel the Dec: 21, Lampoon 
Issue of el DON. Irregardless of 
what the’ intent, “°...the 
coutcome of his decision was the 
pre-publication censorship of el 
DON,’ according to Editor 
George Manross. 

In the strictest sense ‘of the 
word, censorship is ‘‘to remove 
or prohibit the publication of 
material considered unsuitable,” 
according to Webster's 
Dictionary. In the case of the 
lampoon issue, Harris, Dean of 
the Hummanities Division, said 
that he would not approve two 
stories because, “I! thought 
(they) were in poor taste. 

‘Everything else was 
humorous and well-written; | 
enjoyed reading it and saw 


nothing wrong with it. | thought 
that just two or three things in 
each one of those stories needed 
to be doctored for the sake of 
humanitarianism.” 

The two lampoon stories that 
bothered Harris dealth with a 
hypothetical raid by Dr. John E. 
Johnson, college president, upon 
the SAC bookstore and library 
and the supposed resignation of 
football Coach Dick Gorrie. 

Harris’ justification for his 
stop-order dealth with his 
responsibility as an educator. 
“Some would call it censorship; 
1 would think it’s more a 
teacher's prerogative in 
maintaining the professionalism 
of the learning process. | was 
acting in lieu of a 
teacher/advisor. Teachers have, 
historically, had to make value 
judgements.” 

Editor Manross preiaced his 
statement, ‘’! do not believe that 
there was any malicious intent 
when Harris stopped production.

“censorship’’ apparently is yet 
to be resolved, according to 
Manross, the meeting did result 
in the groundwork being laid in 
which an ultimate agreement can 
be reached. 

Manross said that everyone in 
the meeting agreed that the best 
way to work aut the specific 
problem of who has censorship 
rights or privileges, if anyone 


does, is to formulate overall 
policies and operational 
guidelines in which the 


newspaper staff must function 


With respect to the lampoon 
issue, which was never printed, it 
was agreed that it would be 
published in the next issue of el 
DON following that meeting. 
However, since several of the 
stories were dated: (they were 
specifically about Christmas) 


- these had to be eliminated and 
new lampoon stories written. 


It was also agreed that none 
of the stories in question, which 
initiated the censoring process in 
the first place, would be altered 
or edited. In the end product, 
however (which appears in this 
edition) two sentences were 
eliminated, ‘’. . .not because we 
were told to eliminate them,” 
Manross stressed, ‘’but. because, 
while they were not libelous, | 
felt they portrayed the person 
being lampooned out of 
character. Any issue of any 
publication can always be 
improved and when we were 
redoing the lampoon to add the 
new stories, we decided to make 
these minor changes to upgrade 
i 

However, based on-— an 
in-depth investigative report, 
it seems that el DON staffers and 
administration are still at odds 
concerning the ‘‘censorship’”’ 
issue.

Vets plagued by 
bureaucratic delays

Many Veterans upon leaving 
the service put their VA benefits 
to good use by taking up classes 
at community colleges. 

These Vets file the necessary 
forms to receive subsistence 
checks from the government 
while attending classes. A lot of 
them have little (part-time jobs) 
or no sources of income and are 
relying on Uncle Sam to come 
through with the checks. 

That was last September, and 
today there are still over 100 
students waiting for that first 
check. Last week there were 200 
according to Joe Croney, 
veterans association president at 
SAC. 

Those students who were 
depending on the checks more 
heavily than others have had to 
drop out of school to take on 
full time jobs. Croney says they 
number about thirty. Sixteen 


other SAC students have been 
served with eviction notices and 
another eight have had their cars 
repossesed. 

Where are the checks? 

It is reported that the backlog 
and delay has been caused by 
administrative errors, and the 
applicant’s or school’s failure to 
include all the necessary 
information of the forms. 

As of yet it is still a mystery 
as to when the checks will arrive. 

SAC vets aren’t the only ones 
mulled over in the mix-up. 
Reports indicate that vets 
attending Orange Coast, 
Chapman, Irvine, Golden West 
and various other colleges and 
universities have also suffered 
the consequences. 

All in all, there are about 
1,000 vets in Orange county that 
have been affected: It is 
estimated that 6,500 vets in 
Southern California are having 
or have had problems with their 
VA checks this semester. 
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\ During the period just prior to Watergate, 
\ government officials had the public nearly 
owed over the concept of “freedom of the 
ss.’ In fact, due largely to former Vice 
salt Agnew’s campaign against the news 
media, the credibility. of the press was 


questioned probably more than in any other @. 
time in the history of the United States. 
However, the need for “freedom of the h 


press’ was dramatically illustrated when the 
Washington Post broke the Watergate dam. It 
was much like the age old tale about getting the 

attention of the donkey ty tapping it between ? 
the eyes with a 50 pound sledge hammer. s 

We at el DON have just undergone a similar 
experience -- for we were subjected to “prior 
restraint’ (better known as prior censorship) in G 
our last issue of el DON. 

For weeks we had planned carefully to 
publish a “lampoon” edition just before the 
holidays and we carried out that plan 
accordingly. However, after the lampoon issue 
had been put to bed, administration walked 
into the print shop and pulled it out of © 
production without even informing its editors 
until it was too late to salvage the issue. — 

The mechanics of what happened and the 
various views of this incident are reported on 
the news pages of this issue and we welcome 

- you to formulate your own opinion about 
“prior censorship.“ However, we want to go on 
record as being totally against prior restraint > 
and we wish to clearly explain why! 

Probably the first thing one is taught in any 
beginning journalism course is that the press is 
the “watchdog of government.” That was the 
significance of the Washington Post uncovering 
the Watergate scandal. © 

But, how can any publication function as a 
watchdog if it is chained to its dog house. In 
other words, the written word is a newspaper's 
only sword and if administration controls what 
is published, then its only role would be one of 
a dog with little bark and no bite. Obviously, 
that’s how many administtrators would prefer 
having it, but that’s not too healthy for the 
citizens (students, in this case) of the 
community. 

The argument in this specific incident, 

- however, does not involve censorship of 


‘administrative activity. Administration did not 

slap el DON’s fingers for reporting news or for 
disclosing facts which it did not want known. 

Frankly, we have had little trouble’ (two ? 
incidents this semester) with this kind of ® 
censorship.

In short, we view the overall problem of 
censorhsip this way. We know. that el DON is 
funded with public money and, therefore, we 
will probably never be completely independent 
of censorship. We also acknowledge the fact 
that ours is still a learning process and we need 
professional guidance to assure that we are 
employable and can compete for editorial 
positions on community newspapers, etc. when 
we graduate. However, we_ believe that 


administration hires a qualified instructor, who 
is a professional, and it is this person who 
should be our link to administration. When we 
put an issue to bed, with our advisor’s approval, 
we would like to feel confident that we will see 
_the fruits of our labors as scheduled.

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against the law for any administrator -- 
including the advisor of a college newspaper, in 
fact -- to censor even one word of a 
state-supported educational institution. 

As reported in the Autumn ‘73 issue of 
College Press Review v, “...the United States 
Supreme Court ruled in 1969 that students no 
longer ‘shed their constitutional rights to 
freedom of speech or expression at the school 
house gate.’ Today, it is clear that; the 
university is not legally the publisher of the 
campus newspaper, the newspaper cannot be 
censored, student editors cannot be summarily 
dismissed for their writings and the courts’ 
ruling of libel and obscenity for the general, 
commercial press apply to the college press 
also.’ 

The article continued, ‘\n short, a college 
president or regent has no more power over the 
college newspaper published on a 
state-supported campus than President Nixon 
has over the Washington Post.” 

And about advisors, it said that a recent 
study shows that about 70 per cent of the 
college newspaper advisers currently read copy 
before it is published, “. . .an exercise in futility 
or illegality if their intention is to do anything 
with the copy after reading it.” ; 


While no one can be sure whether or not this 
specific law pertains specifically to community 
colleges, because it refers to “state-supported 
institutions” and SAC is largely funded by local 
school district dollars -- it is a-fact that .all 


=~ community colleges do receive apportionments 


(funds) from the State of California, which 


_ make them state-supported. 


Some good did come out of this recent 
incident, _ however. Through a _ conference 
among Dr. John E. Johnson SAC president; Jim 
Harris; Terry Bales; and George Manross, 
editor-in-chief of el DON, a decision was made 
to form a committee and establish overall 
guidelines in which el DON can realistically 
function within downstream. 

While it may take a little time to complete 
and formulate these guidelines, we believe this 
is long overdue and are pleased that the wheels 
have been put into motion. The important 
thing here, however, is that there is student 
representation on this committee and that the 
student role be a significant one. 

If not, then you will have.the administrators 
setting policy in’ which the watchdog must 
function and everyone else on campus will be 
chained in the dog house with us! GGM

he was not available until 6:30 
p.m. Had we gotten together 
before 5 p.m., we might have 


been able to resolve’ the 
problem.” 
Manross said, “Terry 


apparently didn’t appreciate the 
seriousness of the situation and 
chose to go home instead and 
wait for Jim to call and inform 
him of the results. Dean Harris, 
on the other hand, should 
probably have tactfully pointed 
out the seriousness of this 
matter and insisted on Terry 
joining him at the print shop. 
“As it worked out,” 
emphasized Manross, ‘‘both the 
el DON staff and the entire 
student body ended up the 
victims’ of an administrative 


screw-up. 


Dorthea 
Campbell 
retires

In 1943, Dorthea Campbell 
grabbed her first fluff mop and 
galvanized bucket to join the 


Santa Ana College District 
maintenance staff. 
In the beginning, Miss 


Campbell was stationed on the 
old SAC campus which consisted 
of old barracks. 

When the present campus was 
constructed, she transferred to 
administration and then to 
Hammond Hall where she has 
been the last 10 years. 

When asked what activity 
took most of her time on the

job, Miss Campbell answered, ' 


What justifies censorship? 
According to Stew Case, director 
of Community Relations, 
“Nothing justifies censorship.” 
Case was initially approached by 
Floyd Hopkins, campussprinter, 
when, “there was some question 
as to the content of the edition. 
The story on marijuana,” 
continued Case, ‘‘raised some 
question in my mind, because it 
was sort of an anonymous thing 


that made it look almost 
authentic. 

“| was afraid,’’ Case added, 
“that if it got out into the 


public, they might think that it 
was a true story. 

Manross contends that, 
“Under No condition is there 
any excuse for prior censorship 
of any publication. 

“If we are to discover truth, 
we must have access to all 
information and ideas and not 
just those fed to us. After all, 
that’s what the First 
Amendment is all about.” 

Whether or not this is the first 
time that el DON has been 
subjected to censorship before 
publication is a question that 
remains somewhat controversial. 
Case said he can not recall el 
DON being censored in the past. 
Yet, he admits, ‘‘It has been my 
practice to look it over every 
week before we publish it. If | 
think there’s something libelous 


While not labeling it 
censorship, former el DON 
advisor Carl Venstrom recalls, 


“The Board of Education and 
the President of the college 
established policy during the 
20-plus years | was advisor. My 
job, as advisor, was to carry out 
that podlicy. The policy was to 
censor any news that did not 
present the students and the 
college in a constructive light.” 

Another controversial 
question that has yet to be 
answered is ‘‘What is the role of

the advisor in publishing a 
college newspaper?” 

While taking a stance against 
any form of prior censorship, 
editor Manross did say, ‘‘Due to 
the daily contact between the 
advisor and the editor, | believe 
a mutual understanding could be 
worked out whereby the advisc~ 
would make specific 
recommendations as the 
publication is being produced so 
that we would avoid all cases of 
libel and obscenity. 

“However, 1 also. believe,” 
continued Manross, ‘that the 
students are perfectly capable of 
determining what is in ‘good 
taste,” * 

Dr. Johnson does not see the 
advisor in the role of a 
consultant or counselor. ‘’The 
advisor would be comparable to 
the teacher of history.”

In a similar vein, Harris stated 
the advisor’s role, ‘To give his 
students two kinds of learning: 


one, the mechanics of 
journalistic writing and, two, the 
ethic responsibilities that a 
journalist must have.”’ 

Case, a professional newsman, 
went further saying, ‘‘The 
advisor gives it instructional 
direction and the advice that the 
students need as far as whether 
or not to print something. He is 
the first stop (of judging copy).” 

“Where do you stop passing 
the buck?’ quieried Case.

lll do, | haven’t had time to 
think about it!’’

Answering himself, ‘’! think the 
president of the college, from a 
realistic standpoint, is the 
publisher. The boss may not 
always be right, but he is the 
boss. Pres. Johnson has the right 
to stop anything he wants.”” 
Looking at the other side of 
the coin, however, Manross-cited 
an article in the Autumn ‘73 
issue of College Press Review 
which states: ‘“The university is 
not legally the publisher of the 


campus newspaper; the 
newspaper cannot be 
censored...” 


The article continues, ‘’...A 
college president or regent has 
no more power over the college 
newspapers published on a 
state-stupported campus that 
Pres. Nixon has .over the 
Washington Post.” 

Manross pointed out that 
“While SAC is largely supported 
by local school district dollars, it 
does receive state funds, which 
makes it a _ state-supported 
institution.” 

Who should have contacted 
whom is another moot question. 
Hopkins allegedly tried to 
contact Bales. Unsuccessful, he 
called his immediate supervisor, 
Case. In answer to the question, 
“Do you know if it’s contained 
in your job description to report 
stories in el DON that you 
disagree with?”’, Hopkins 
replied, ‘‘! work for Stew Case.” 

Case backed Hopkins saying, 
“‘l_ asked Floyd to check el DON 
for errors, things that might 
become a_ public — relations 
problem either internally or 
externally.” 

Harris, on the contrary, said 
that Hopkins has ‘’‘no authority” 
to censor el DON. 

“Floyd isn’t in instruction. | 
suppose that as a member of the 
college staff, interested in the 
image of SAC, he has the right.” 

Harris did justify Case’s direct 
contact with him rather than the 
el DON advisor, Bales, saying, ‘'l 
don’t think it’s his place to talk 
to Terry. It’s my place; Case 
does not represent the 
instruction at Santa Ana College. 

On the question of whether or 
not Dr. Johnson was contacted 
by Harris during the day about 
the publication decision, Harris 
emphatically replied, ‘‘No!”’ 

Yet, Johnson said it was 
Harris who brought the problem 
to his attention. ‘’Mr. Harris was 
in on the conversations and | 
suggested that he call Mr. Bales.” 

A major concern of editor 
Manross was whether or not the 
el DON had assurances from the 
administration that this form of 
censorship would not occur 
again. Harris replied, ‘If | gave 
assurances that | would leave my 
hands off anything written, | 
would be abdicating my 
responsibility as a teacher,’’ said 
Harris. 

With regards to who should 


have the authority and 
responsibility to judge story 
content, Harris stated, ‘The 


journalism advisor should have 


the ability, as well as the right, 


to make that decision. But | 
think that beyond that, his 
immediate superior or supervisor 
does have the authority -- not 
necessarily the ability, 
depending upon his background 
-- but certainly has the right.” 
When questioned if, given the 
same set of circumstances, and if 
Bales had gone to the print shop 
with him to see the copy and to 
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JIM HARRIS 


help make a decision, Harris 
said, “| might override it. | 
would do it on the basis that | 
am his supervisor.” 

In retrospect, nearly every 
person interviewed by el DON, 
had advice on how to alleviate 
the situation from ever occuring 
again. Dr. Johnson has, “started 
come up with guidelines for 
publications; to give them (el 
DON) as much freedom as can 
be done.” 


Case looks to better 
communication between the el 
DON advisor and the college 
president to remedy the 
situation. 

Bales bent undef 


administrative pressure saying, 
“| shouldn't be the ultimate 
decision on everything because, 
once again, it’s one person's 
taste versus another's. If | think 
there’s going to be a problem, | 
could go to him (my supervisor) 
and then, being my superior, he 
possibly could make some kind 
of judgement. 

“But | think we ought to have 
a policy on that; | don’t think 
we should just leave it up to him 
to censor, me to censor, or to 
Johnson to censor. | think that 
there should be a definite policy 
on this so that everybody knows 
what’s going on and that it

doesn’t come out five different 
ways in five different cases.”’ ‘‘I 
would insist that the journalism 
advisor become involved at the 
earliest possible point,’’ was 
Harris’ observation. 

Manross was more specific. 
“Unlike the federal government, 
a college is the publisher of its 


own newspaper. Therefore, you .. 


have the watchdog of 
government watching itself. That 
isn’t very realistic. 


“Tl would suggest,’ he 
continued, “that the Board of 
Trustees would be mature and 
intelligent enough to hire a 
responsible advisor and allow 
him to function independently 
of administrative pressure. If 
they can’t put that much 
confidence in the professional 
that they hire, then they 


should toss in the 
towell and publish a normal 
house organ and forget about 
publishing a newspaper. 

While not - offering any 
specific advice _on how to 
overcome the problem, Floyd 
Hopkins, who started the ball 
rolling when he questioned the 
lampoon in the first place, did 
make comment on what he 
would do should the issue come 
up again. “‘! probably wouldn’t 
say anything to anybody.”
